m em b ers of the California legislature 
over 
proposed 
anti-alien

ended with th e conferences adjourned 
to aw ait replies to m essages sen t to 
W ashington by Mr. Bryan. 
The im pression prevailed here, when 
th e conference adjourned, th a t the re­ 
solve of th e 
m ajority 
leaders, 
pre­ 
viously 
announced, 
to enact, a bill 
specifically deb arrin g aliens ineligible 
to citizenship from ow ning land 
in 
California 
rem ained 
unchanged, 
al­ 
though Mr. B ryan, as the personal rep­ 
resen ta tiv e of P resid en t W ilson, ad­ 
vised strongly again st such action. 
G overnor Johnson, in a brief, in­ 
ten se ad d ress to the conference, de­ 
clared C alifornia's right to follow the 
lead of o th e r states in fram ing the 
land bill w as unquestioned and said 
such action now seem ed assured. 
"I have presented th e p resid en t’s 
view s ns I u nd erstand them ,” declared 
Mr. Bryan to the conference ju st be­ 
fore it adjourned. 
“ I shall subm it to 
him th e fu rth er questions you have 
asked 
me, calling 
attentio n to the 
s ta tu te s of W ashington and Arizona, 
and I shaiil give you his answ er.” 


Questions Puzzle Bryan. 


Q uestion after question was hurled 
a t S ecretary Bryan, who adm itted his 
inability to an sw er m any of them . To­ 
w ard 
the close of th e m eeting he 
aro se and said: 
"I have said all th a t I cam e to say. 
I have answ ered all of the questions 
th a t have been asked and my mission 
h ere is ended, w henever you m ay feel 
th a t you have c o n fe rra l as m uch as 
you like with th e repre sen ta tiv e of 
th e president. 
‘‘I cam e with no program , simply 
to confer. 
I have com m unicated to 
him several propositions, after listen­ 
ing to w hat you have had to say.” 
Much of th e debate hinged upon 
w h e th er California 
should 
be ques­ 
tioned 
in passing a law sim ilar to 
tho se previously enacted by tho leg 
islatu res of W ash in gto n and Arizona, 
in 
which sta te s aliens Ineligible to 
citizenship are barred. 
S en ato r B oynton called attentio n to 
th e w arding of the A rizona law, a sk ­ 
ing S ecretary Bryan what would be 
th e effect upon the national govern­ 
m en t if C alifornia placed a sim ilar 
restriction upon her land. 
” 1 am not prepared to an sw er th a t 
question,” 
replied 
S ecretary 
Bryan, 
“but will have to ask for instructions 
from W ashington.'' 
G overnor Jo hnson then spoke in de­ 
fense of the position taken by the 
m ajority party in California 
W hen 
G overnor Joh nson took his seat th ere 
w as a general feeling th a t the alien 
land situation h ad been settled, re­ 
g ardless of w hat may be forthcom ing 
from W ashington. 


Checked on Point of Order. 


S en ato r 
C am inetti 
attem p ted 
to 
m ake a heated a ttack upon G overnor 
Johnson, whom he criticised for not 
favoring tile land bills tw o years ago, 
b ut w as checked on a point of order, 
and the conference adjourned im m e­ 
diately. 
It is to m eet again at the 
cull of the presiding officers of both 
houses, 
w henever 
S ecretary 
Bryan 
shall indicate th a t ho had received 
fu rth er inform ation from W ashington. 
S ecretary Bryan refused to give any 
inkling of his m essage to any one and 
even at th e conference he spoke only 
a fte r legislators had explained fully 
the public dem and for alien land legis­ 
lation th a t brought about the presen t 
situation. 
T hose who expected S ecretary Bry­ 
an to expound anew th e theory of 
sta te s' rights wore disappointed, as 
w ere those who expected predictions 
of war. 
Advice in the nam e of P resi­ 
d en t W ilson was all Mr. Bryan had 
to offer and the param o u n t question 
h e re is w h eth er such advice will over­ 
com e the previously announced d e te r­ 
m ination of the progressive Republic­ 
an m ajority to en act an anti-alien land 
holding law along lines already agreed 
upon. 
S ecretary 
Bryan 
reaffirmed 
the 
s ta te 's rig ht to act in a m an n er it 
saw fit, but suggested several oth er 
courses th an th*- passage of a bill 
restric tin g aliens “ ineligible to citi­ 
zenship,” basing his reasons on the 
broad foundation of public policy.

It had been stocked with a two

m em bers of her fam ily and some mili­ 
ta n t ad h eren ts were quartered on tho 
two upper floors, leaving only the bare 
furn iture on th e tw o floors below, and 
this was plainly visible through the 
uncurtained windows. The heavy street 
door was barricaded, only holders of 
the passw ord being adm itted. 


Police Clear the Square. 


W hen 
Mrs. 
P a n k h u rst's 
fem ale 
chauffeur started off from the house 
with Miss Sylva P a n k h u rst a hooting 
crowd tried to ru sh the car. 
T he pri­ 
vate square which the house faces 
was cleared by a stron g force of po­ 
lice and only householders and their 
friends were allowed to pass the line, 
W hen the cohorts of m ilitants arrived 
from th eir weekly m eeting only a few 
succeeded in penetratin g the cordon 
and getting to the bouse. 
O ne of the m ilitan ts who had been 
inside the house said afterw ards th at 
it would have been n ecessary for the 
police to pass th re e barricade^ before 
th ey could reach Mrs P an kh urst. who 
was surrounded 
with 
w hat she de- 
scribed as "our gun 
wom en,” 
She 
continued: 
"T he only thing we fear is ?hat the 
w ater m ay be cut off 
W e are pro­ 
visioned for a siege of a fortnight or 
longer and the police may m eet with 
a reception which may rem ind them 
of Sydney street,” the stre e t in W hite 
Chapel, w here th e 
Houndsditi h an ­ 
arch ist 
m u rd e rers 
held 
the 
police 
and troops at bay for a long period in 
Jan u a ry , 1911. 


OLD AGE PENSION 
BILL IN 


Provides for All Over Slxty flve Years, 


According to Age. 
W ashington, April 29.— The prog res­ 
sive old ago pension bill to provide 
$1 to $4 a week for all those more 
th an sixty-five years old, whose in­ 
com es a re under $10 a week, was in­ 
troduced by R ep resentative Kelly of 
Pennsylvania. 
His plan would pension those w ith 
incom es of less than $6 a w eek at $4 
a week, incom es of from $6 to $7 at 
$3, betw een $7 and $8 a t $2 a week, 
and from $s to $9 at $1 a week. 
T he bill would disqualify all crim ­ 
inals, lunatics and in m ates of alm s­ 
houses and all 
men over sixty-five 
y ears old w'ho, for any extended pe­ 
riod, have failed to earn according to 
th eir ability.

ground, perhaps, they sink in. darken 
and merge into the ground color or 
they are almost rubbed away by suc­ 
cessive cleanings. 
Recognizable one 
day in a specially favorable light they 
may not be visible again for weeks. 
Experts speak of “ vvtll-o’-the-wisp” 
signatures, und many collectors have

THE FIELD OF VISION. 


Even Persons With Normal Eyes A re 
Partially Color Blind. 
The various tests for color blindness 
have come Into practical use In the ex­ 
amination of railroad engineers and 
the like, where the ability to distin­ 
guish colors is necessary, so that these 
tests are no longer peculiar to the Jal* 
oratory. But It Is not generally known 
outside the laboratory that every body 
is partially color blind—that Is, in r e ­ 
tain parts of the field of vis 
> 
The most normal Individ; ’I eau -«*<* 
i all the colors only when be looks di­ 
rectly ut them. 
If looked at from an 
angle of about fifteen degrees red and 
green can no longer be seen, but In 
their places will appear shades of yel­ 
low or blue. This region of the eye is 
known us the yellow-blue zone 
lf tho 
color be moved still farther to the side 
the yellow arid blue will disappear and 
only gray can be seen. 
This region is 
known as the zoue of complete color 
blindness. 
An interesting theory in regard to 
these zones is that every normal eye 
represents three stages of evolution. 
The zone of complete color tillndness 
is the lowest stage and ap[s>ars in 
such animals as the frog. whose vi­ 
sion is known as shadow vision. The 
blue-yellow zone is one step higher in 
the scale, although not clearly marked 
off in the animal kingdom. 
And the 
appearance 
of 
the red-green 
zone 
marks the highest stage of evolution. 
Cases of color blindness are, according 
to this theory, a lack of development 
beyond the early stage in tho Individ­ 
ual 
life.—Professor Poffenberger 
in

vised strongly against such action. 
G overnor Johnson, in a brief, in­ 
ten se ad d ress to the conference, de­ 
clared C alifornia’s right to follow the 
lead of o th e r states in fram ing the 
land bill w as unquestioned and said 
such action now seem ed assured. 
"I have presented th e p re sid en t’s 
views as I un derstan d them ,” declared 
Mr. Bryan to th e conference ju st be­ 
fore it adjourned. 
"I shall subm it to 
him the fu rth e r questions you have 
asked 
me, calling attention 
to the 
statu tes of W ashington and Arizona, 
and I sinai I give you his an sw er.” 


Questions Puzzle Bryan. 


Q uestion after question was hurled 
at Secretary Bryan, who adm itted his 
inability to an sw er many of them . To­ 
ward

arose and said: 
"I have said all th at I cam e to say. 
I have answ ered all of th e questions 
th at have been asked ami ray mission 
h ere is ended, w henever you m ay feel 
th a t you have conferred as m uch as 
you like w ith th e repre sen ta tiv e of 
th e president. 
"I cam e with no program , simply 
to confer. 
I have com m unicated to 
him several propositions, after listen­ 
ing to w hat you have had to say.”

The difference, th ere­ 
fore, between the value of the fin­ 
ished product and the raw m aterial 
represents increased 
w e a k ’ 
The 
banker shares directly and indirectly 
in w hatever prosperity th a t may re­ 
sult from thus increasing w ealth by 
means of capital 
and 
labor. 
The 
hank and the factory, therefore, have 
m utual Interests. 
“ The farmer, also, frequently re­ 
quires money for th e purchase of im­ 
proved machinery, live stock, seed, 
grain, for building a silo, or m aking 
other im provem ents on the farm. In 
proportion as the farm er i3 th u s en­ 
abled to produce more grain and live 
stock, bis prosperity increases and his 
prosperity, in a large degree, meas­ 
ures the prosperity of the entire com­ 
munity. 
The bank and the farm er 
thus 
have m utual interests. 
“The 
farmer, 
however, 
creates 
wealth in a different way. 
He deals 
directly with N atu re’s forces for the 
production of wealth. 
He depends 
upon the soil, the air, the sunshine, 
and m oisture and by means of these 
agencies produces 
wealth 
directly 
from the bosom of Nature. 
He may 
have to conserve moisture; he must 
conserve fertility of the soil if he and 
the country are to enjoy continued 
prosperity. 
Every com m unity in ter­ 
est. w hether of a professional or bus­ 
iness nature, therefore, is deeply con­ 
cerned in the farm ers’ welfare.

Disease 
That 
Should Not Be Neglected- 
Many 
persons 
regard 
whooping 
cough as tedious and annoying, but 
quite without serious Importance. 
Un­ 
fortunately that mistake often leads 
to the neglect of the disease itself and 
the failure to isolate the patient prop­ 
erly. 
Recent statistics show that of 
the children under one year of age who 
have whooping cough one in four dies 
The mortality decreases rapidly with 
advancing age, and at five years of 
age only one patient In fifty dies. 
Ten 
thousand children die of this disease 
every year in the United States. 
Even when whooping cough does not 
result fatally it Is still to be dreaded, 
for It may be followed by consump­ 
tion, since the patieut’s powers of re­ 
sistance are often greatly weakened by 
the violent and exhausting cough. 
The disease is highly contagious, al­ 
though the offending germ has not yet 
been 
discovered. 
Consequently 
the 
mother or the nurse of a child with 
whooping cough ought never to take It 
into public conveyances or to enter­ 
tainments or send it to school or to 
church—anywhere, in short, where it 
will expose other children to the infec­ 
tion. 
The disease begins like a simple cold 
in the head and rapidly goes to the 
ch est The cough is at first short and 
sharp, but gradually increases in se­ 
verity and occurs in paroxysms. At the 
end of one of these attacks the air is 
pumped completely out of the lungs 
and the child feels that he must take a 
deep breath at once. But now a spasm 
of the larynx occurs, and only a small 
opening is left for the air to enter. 
Through this opening the child draws 
his eager breath and thus makes the 
peculiar noise of “whoop” that gives 
the disease its name. 
Often vomiting follows a severe at­ 
tack of coughing, and s o m e ti m e s there 
Is nosebleed or hemorrhage from the 
throat or into the eyes. 
Never 
neglect 
the 
treatment 
of 
whooping cough. At present we know 
of no cure for the disease, but the child 
should always be under the care of a 
physician, who can do much to miti­ 
gate the severity of the cough and to 
prevent serious complications.—Youth’s 
Companion.

Difficult to Find Sometimes and Not 
Always Reliable. 
Many of the works of the old mas­ 
ters ure not signed. 
Experts rarely 
rely on signatures ulone in determin­ 
ing the authenticity of an afd work, 
but trust rather to their knowledge of 
the painter’s technic. 
False signatures can be easily de­ 
tected. 
Spirits of wine or turpentine 
will usually remove a name of later 
date than the painting. 
In the course 
of time signatures often become very 
difficult to find. 
Tainted originally in 
a 
shade slightly 
lighter than 
the 
ground, perhaps, they sink in. darken 
and merge into the ground color or 
they ure almost rubbed away by suc­ 
cessive cleanings. 
Recognizable one 
day in a si>ecially favorable light, they 
may not be visible again for weeks. 
Experts speak of “wfll-o’-the-wisp’’ 
signatures, and many collectors have 
encountered accidental 
strokes 
and 
cracks that tantalizingly suggest a sig­ 
nature. though it can never be made 
definite. 
On the other hand, there 
have been remarkable cases of such 
marks, after careful study, resolving 
themselves into a famous name. 
Sometimes the painter’s name is 
most conspicuous—as, for instance, In 
Raphael’s “Sposalizio" at Milan. Proud 
of having surpassed his master, the 
youthful genius wrote on a frieze in 
the very center of the canvas “Ra­ 
phael Urbinas.” 
Reynolds 
hardly 
ever signed 
bis 
work. But upon the completion of the 
portrait of Mrs. Siddons as tile “Tragic 
Muse” he wrote his name large on the 
gold embroidery of her dress. Ile was 
unable, he said, “to resist the tempta­ 
tion of sending my name to posterity 
on the hem of your garm ent” 
With reference to unsigned paintings 
there is told in Germany an amusing 
story. 
Acbenbach, the German artist 
enjoyed a vogue about ten years ago. 
A certain collector had bought from 
an art dealer a marine represented as 
a genuine Acheubach. 
Afterward it 
was pronounced to be a copy. 
The 
buyer brought an action against the 
dealer, who turned the tables by de­ 
claring that his picture was genuine 
and the other was a copy. 
Achenbach himself was summoned 
by the court to tell which was which. 
Amazed at the similarity of the two 
paintings, the artist gazed at them for 
a long time, inspected them closely 
front and back and then frankly ad­ 
mitted that he could not tell which was 
the original and which the copy.—

THE FIELD OF VISION. 


Even Persons W ith Normal Eyes Are 
Partially Color Blind. 
The various tests for color blindness 
have come into practical use in the ex­ 
amination of railroad engineers and 
the like, where the ability to distin­ 
guish colors is necessary, so that these 
tests are no longer peculiar to the lab­ 
oratory. But it is not generally known 
outside the laboratory that everybody 
Is partially color blind—that Is. in 
tain parts of tile field of vis! i 
The most normal individual can se** 
! all the colors only when he looks di­ 
rectly at them. 
If looked at from an 
angle of about fifteen degrees red and 
green can no longer be seen, but In 
their places will appear shades of yel­ 
low or blue. This region of the eye is 
known as the yellow-blue zone. 
If tile 
color be moved still farther to tile side 
the yellow and blue will disappear and 
only gray can be seen. 
Tills region is 
known as the zone of complete color 
blindness. 
An interesting theory In regard to 
these zones is that every normal eye 
represents three stages of evolution. 
The zone of complete color blindness 
Is the lowest stage and appears in 
such animals as the frog, whose vi­ 
sion Is known as shadow vision. The 
blue-yellow zone is one step higher in 
tho scale, although not clearly marked 
off In the animal kingdom. 
And the 
appearance 
of 
the 
red-green 
zone 
marks the highest stage of evolution. 
Cases of color blindness are, according 
to this theory, a lack of development 
beyond the early stage in the individ­ 
ual 
life.—Professor
